Thoſe, who at firſt took a ſhare in the good 
work, ſaw how faſt the Torrent of Vice was 
rolling in upon us, and how the Ignorant had 
been (within their freſh Remembrance) ex- 
pos d to the Artifices and ſeducing Arguments 
of the Chureb of Rome.

; then erected with this view, that the Children 
of the Poor might be better inſtructed in the
